One of the most interesting and important subjects under discussion at the Canners’ 
Convention, recently held at Columbus, Ohio, was the quality of the Tin Plate used in the man- 
ufacture of Packers’ Cans. 

It was the universal opinion as expressed at that Convention by the Packers that the 
quantity of Pig Tin used in coating the black plate is insufficient; and there was a strong senti- 
ment in favor of petitioning Congress to enact Laws, making it compulsory for all Tin Plate 
Manufacturers to use not less than a certain quantity—say 3 lbs.—of pure tin coating to each 
box of tin plate produced, taking 112 sheets of 14x20 size as a basis. For reasons of policy, 





this action was deferred. 

Tin Plate Manufacturers endeavor now to put on approximately 2 Ibs. of Pig Tin per 
box. That the Canning Trade regard this quantity as unsatisfactory is evidenced by the 
sentiment shown at the convention, and also by the more practical method of being willing to 
pay the additional cost of cans, made of a higher grade of Tin Plate. 

To meet this demand we have arranged a schedule of prices which follows:

Regardless of where you have placed your order for Cans made of Regular Commercial

grades, and thus be able another season to decide definitely the kind that you will use in the 
future. 

Please address your orders to either Chicago or Syracuse, whichever shipping point you 
prefer, and the same will receive our careful attention.

It purposes to uplift the industry onto 
a higher plane, and through the means of improved 
quality of goods and wide publicity at home, and pos- 
sibly abroad, increase the consumption of a distinctly 
meritorious class of food products. 

The national movement is backed by the most pro- 
gressive, able and foresighted men in the food canning 
business. They are lending themselves to this large 
and serious undertaking unselfishly, laboring solely for 
the common good. The encouragement and support 
of their fellow-packers should be freely given. 


Canned Goods Slandered. 


VERY extraordinary editorial, called forth by 

the organization at Pittsburg, Pa., last week 

of the National Association of Packers of 

Pure Canned Food, appeared in the usually 
sane Chicago Chronicle of the 20th inst. So extra- 
ordinary was the editorial in question that we repro- 
duce it entire, in order that our readers may know 
how they and their industry are regarded by some, in- 
cluding those who profess, and really think, they 
know whereof they speak: ; 

It is announced that the canners and packers of vegetables 
and fruit in the United States, roused by the criticisms of 
food experts condemning canned foods as poisonous, have 
formed a national association to combat the critics. 

That is their right, of course, and it is to be hoped that 
they will succeed not merely in convincing the public but in 
establishing it as a fact that canned goods properly put up 
are wholesome and that anyone who purchases from a mem- 
ber of their association can rely on getting wholesome goods. 

Canned goods are a great convenience. They are easily 
prepared for the table and they open to the family a choice 
of foods the year round at moderate prices. They are used 
extensively now in spite of the critics and of the notorious 
fact that canned goods have often proved to be poisonous 
and still more frequently unsatisfactory, if not actually dele- 
terious to health. Their use will be doubled if their purity 
can be relied upon. : 

There is reason to believe that most fruits and vegetables 
and even animal foods can be preserved by canning so that 
they may be used with safety if they are not kept too long. 
That was practically demonstrated by the Oneida community. 
When that community was in existence and under the per- 
sonal management of its founder its canned vegetables were 
thoroughly reliable. No deleterious preservatives were used. 
If the goods were kept too long that fact was not the fault 
of Mr. Noyes or his community. Moreover, no one was 
poisoned because the fact that the contents of a can were 
unrt for use was disciosed the moment the can was opened. 

The thing for the members of the association to do is to 

be as honest as Noyes and his followers were. They have 
only to see to it that the fruits and vegetables they use are 
in good condition when put up, that they are put up properly 
and that no injurious preservatives are used, and then stamp 
the name of the canning concern and the date of packing on 
every can, in order to enjoy and retain public confidence, as 
Noyes and his community did. 
_If they will do this they may not need a national associa- 
tion for any legitimate purpose. They certainly will not 
need to. resort to extraordinary means to convince people 
that their goods can be used without danger. 

If association will help them to be honest and do their work 
as it ought to be done then by all means let them associate. 
_ It is unreasonable to suppose that the writer of the 
loregoing bears ill will to the canning industry, for it 
is clearly seen that his acquaintance with it is too slight 
for that. But be this as it may, his statements fairly 
teem with inaccuracies, and, having been read by many 
persons possessing no knowledge of methods em- 
ployed in canning fruits and vegetables, and who, 
therefore, accept them without question, reflect dis- 
credit upon and actually injure an industry that is as 


clean and honestly conducted as any in the world. 

The Chronicle's assertion that this class of products 
are extensively used “in spite of the notorious fact 
that canned goods have often proved to be poisonous 
and still more frequently unsatisfactory, if not actu- 
ally injurious to health,’ surpasses anything we have 
ever heard on this subject. We deny that it is a noto- 
rious fact that canned goods have often proved to be 
poisonous ; we deny that it is a fact at all. There has 
never been a well authenticated case of ptomaine or 
other poisoning from the use of canned goods, unless 
the contents were allowed to stand too long in the 
open can exposed to the air. In such cases the fault 
lies with the housewife, not with the packers, who 
can't be blamed because ignorant people neglect to 
take the most ordinary precautions. Any kind of food, 
canned or otherwise, will become unfit to be eaten it 
left long enough exposed to the putrefactive processes 
of the air. 

The Chronicle makes a further exhibition of its un- 
familiarity with the subject of its editorial by stating 
that “There is reason to believe that most fruits and 
vegetables and even animal foods can be preserved by 
canning so that they may be used with safety if they 
are not kept too long.” The Chronicle should—but 
plainly doesn't—know that the length of time food is 
kept in the can has practically no effect on its whole- 
someness. Age has been known to produce some dis- 
coloration in canned corn, without in the least affect- 
ing its palatability or wholesomeness. Corn has been 
found good to eat after being in the can something 
like thirty years, if our memory serves us, and we 
think it does. Thirty years, surely, is quite long 
enough to put to test the effects of time upon goods 
packed in tin. 

The editorial reprinted contains references to pre- 
servatives as if they were in common use among can- 
ners, while as a matter of fact they never use preserva- 
tives. They have no need to use them. Sterilization 
with tight sealing, is sufficient in itself, so why should 
they go to the additional expense of using chemical 
preservatives which serve no useful purpose, but, on 
the other hand, would add to the cost of production? 
The Chronicle evidently has been reading the reports 
of some of our more diligent food “experts,” those 
who have found traces of certain preservative sub- 
stances in fruits and vegetables without the knowledge 
that they were put in them by nature and not by the 
packers. A few packers may use a forbidden sweet- 
ening substance, or a little coloring matter, or a little 
starch for thickening purposes, but they never make 
use of preservatives, having no occasion to. 

The Chronicle flounders, as is customary with 
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those who drift into waters strange and above 
their depth, onto yet another thing whose ad 
vocates are alwavs found among the ignorant 
or the intensely radical—the dating proposition. 
It seems to think it would be a great thing 
if the packers could only be made to date the cans 
turned out of their factories. ‘The idea, of course, 1s 
that it would afford the consuming public protection 
that is now denied them. It’s quite an absurd idea. 
The only effect of a dating law, or rule, would be to 
injure the packer and the dealer, wholesaler and re- 
tailer, without in the least benefiting or safeguarding 
the public. !f canned goods carried over from one 
season to another were unwholesome, then a stamping 
act would be a just and needed measure, but as the 
passage of a few years has not the slightest effect on 
the quality of food properly canned, what is the ne- 
cessity for such a requirement? What good would it 
do? How would it benefit the public ? We fail entire- 
ly to see; but we do see how it would result to the 
financial injury of the packers and distributers. The 
public would naturally demand “this year’s goods ;” 
that is, the pack of the preceding season, so that in 
years of excessive production goods carried over, not- 
withstanding their perfect wholesomeness, would re- 
main unsold, which would be a hardship not a single 
packer in the business could bear up under. Besides. 
the public isn't demanding that cans containing food 
products be stamped with the date of packing. All 
demands of this kind come from the agitators and 
from nobody else. Stamping isn’t necessary either to 
gain or retain public confidence in canned goods as 
pure, wholesome, reliable food. 





Alaska Association Salmon Fleet. 

Advices from San Francisco sav that the Alaska 
Packers’ association carrying fleet for 1905 will con- 
tain twelve ships, with a total tonnage of 20,512 tons, 
or 8,141 tons less than last year; nine barks, with a 
combined tonnage of 11,195 tons, against 14,202 tons 
last year; two schooners of 549 tons, the same as last 
vear, and twenty-nine steamers, whose combined ton- 
nage of 4,496 tons equals that of last season. The 
total tonnage in all rigs this year will be 360,752 tons, 
which is the smallest since 1900, when 30,624 tons 
were employed. In 1904 the tonnage amounted to 
48,414 tons, in 1903, to 42,970 tons, in 1902 to 39,579 
tons, and in 1901 to 37,430 tons. 





Of this year’s tonnage 21,608 are for Lristol Bay. 
3,071 for Karluk, 1,520 tor Cook’s Inlet, 1.806 for 
Chignik, 2,205 for Loring and 1,771 for Alitak, 





A Pure Food Muddle. 

Nelson Morris & Co. are involved in a case at Ay- 
gusta, Ga., a city which has an original package ordj- 
nance. The question is one of purity of food products 
as defined by Section 11 of the Augusta local pure 
food ordinance, which is applicable to canned goods, 

Retail grocers in Augusta assert that they can’t open 
the cans to see if the goods they contain are in com- 
pliance with the city ordinance, and, hence, are not 
liable. 

On the other hand, the packers claim that they did 
not sell the packages to the grocers in Augusta, and if 
their goods are legal where packed and sold they can- 
not be held responsible for sales by wholesalers in ter- 
ritory which has ordinances conflicting with the food 
regulations of the localities where the goods are put 
up. And thus the case stands. 





Raisin Acreage Signed. 

Reports from the Pacific Coast state that the plan of 
reorganizing the raisin growers of California into an 
association has succeeded, as 39,000 acres were signed, 
equaling 51 per cent of the total acreage of the state. 

The new company is a stock concern, one share to 
the acre. Unlike the old association, it is to do its 
own packing. With the acreage signed it is claimed 
that the market can be controlled. MM. Theo. Kear- 
nev. who was president of the California Raisin 
Growers’ association several years ago, and was suc- 
ceeded by President Madsen, is the originator of the 
present plan. 





Canned Peas Moving. 


Among the commodities that are the subject of spe- 
cial attention are spot peas, and of these only the lower 
grades seem to be wanted. The steady demand com- 
ing apparently from all quarters has made heavy in- 
roads into the great stocks of these grades which were 
turned out last season as the result of poor crop condi- 
tions South and West, and according to some reports 
they are actually becoming scarce. At any rate offer- 
ings at less than 65c¢ are now hard to find, while the 
demand continues—New York Commercial Bulletin.

Comments on Prof. Ladd’s Analyses and Statements Made in His 


Address, etc. 


By Prof. E. W. Duckwall, Director National Canners’ Laboratory. 


During this month the director of the Sprague Canners 
Laboratory has received ten letters from different packers 
complaining of injustice im reports made on their canned 
goods and preserves by state food chemists, who published 
as illegal because they contained certain pre- 
adulterants. Everyone of these letters is a posi-

tive denial of the state chemists’ findings. In Bulletin 63 
of the Nerth Daketa Agricultural Experiment Station ap- 
pear the names of several brands of catsup which are re- 
. rted as containing starch as a filler. Salicylic acid is 
found coy! in goods, which the manufacturers claim was 
not plz iced there by them. The following letter is quite in- 
teresting, and we quote it in order to show how badly the 
food chemists get things tangled up. A packer says that 
during the year “we sent the North Dakota Agricultural 
chemist four cans of peas containing saccharin; two of these 


cans contaiiied twice the amount in the other two, but he 
reported to us that two cans were legal and the other two 
were illegal, while the truth of the matter they all con- 
tained saccharin. Goods in which he has found salicylic 
and benzoic acids in mixture are preserved with benzoic acid 
only, and we have never used any salicylic acid within the 
last ten years.” Another packer writes that his apple-butter 
has been declared illegal because it contained salicylic acid 
when the fact the matter is that it was preserved with

was declared illegal because the chemist stated that he had 
found starch in considerable quantities. They all deny hav- 
ing used any substance. Catsup would mold if it con- 
tained added starch, the preservative would not prevent the 
molding. 

In Mr. Ladd’s address intended for the Canner’s convention 
he makes the following statement: “In catsups they will use 
the waste product from a cannery, which has been embalmed 
for months, add to this some other vegetables like pumpkin 
or turnip, season it with the usual condiments, including sac- 
charin, etc.” We believe that such statements as this are 
false, and er they may have been made in good faith by 


such 


Mr. Ladd, we have every reason to doubt the truthfulness. 
It is an easy matter for a chemist to make a statement like 
this, because there is no chemical method of determining 


whether such a substance as pumpkin is present in catsup. 
Such conclusions must necessarily be reached from _ pure 
guess work. As a matter of fact catsup prepared from these 
substances will not keep, even with the amount of preserva- 
tive ordinarily used by the manufacturers. Probably the best 
reason for disbelieving such statements would be the rela- 
tive cost of the products. Pumpkins and turnips would be 
more expensive than tomatoes for catsup purposes, as anyone 
can figure out for himself. It is not a difficult matter to 
purchase tomato pulp in barrels at any season of the year 
for $1.00 a barrel net, and the same amount of pumpkin or 
turnip would be worth $3.00 or $4.00. It is true that a creat 
deal of catsup is made from the waste products of the can- 
nery. Some of these waste products make very nice goods; 
take, for instance, the juice from the filling machines, “which 
is clean and has just as fine flavor as the whole tomato; 
catsup properly made from this juice cannot be detected from 
that made of whole stock by any expert, because it is iden- 


tically the same—the whole tomatoes are 
and this juice is exactly the same in character and quality. 
Many packers prefer not to waste this material, and 
heat it up to the boiling point and use four ounces of ben- 
zoate of sodium to the barrel and keep it until such time as 
they are able to make it into the finished product. 
not an embalming process, and such terms as this applied 
to calle food products, bring into disrepute any 
ment that the food chemists might advance. The 
with food chemists who write such nonsense we 
quoted is, that they are not familiar with their subject, they 


do not know the manufacturer’s requirements; they have no

little or nothing about fermentation, or if they do their writ-

which cans had never been vented and resoldered again, 


felt confident that some kind of preservative would be found 
in these goods, and I was never mistaken.” 

According 
to this statement, all goods which had not been vented and 
resoldered were objects of suspicion, and in no case did Mr. 
Ladd investigate these for preservatives without finding them. 
Venting and resoldering canned goods is almost unheard of 
to-day; only a few firms vent their the great 
jority never do this at all. In order that the 
sioners and persons ignorant of these technical terms 
understand them fully, we will endeavor to explain what is 
meant by venting and resoldering. 

Goods which are filled into cans while cold are 
times vented; by this we mean that they are sealed up per- 
fectly tight, then subjected to a light process in boiling wate 
for from five to ten minutes, (in some cases, a little longer).

The cans are then perforated with an awl, which allows the 
steam to escape, aiter which they are immediately sealed 
again. The object of this process is to drive off certain 
gases and also to expand the contents of the can so that 
after the final process the ends will draw in on cooling. The 
venting process has no value whatever as a means of sterilis- 


ing tite goods. The cans may be sterilized perfectly without 
going through the venting process at all, but in the 
of coid- packe: d goods the ends of the cans would not readily 
draw in again on cooling. It customary when packing 
nearly every line of goods except tomatoes, to either fill the 
cans with hot materia! or to cover the contents with hot brine 
or syrup, which of course is in an expanded state before 
sealing, and will create a vacuum on cooling after the final 
process, thus doing away with the venting process. There 
are some machines which create a vacuum in the can without 
previcusly heating the contents and in this case the ends will 
draw in. 

The idea of viewing all canned goods which do not show 
signs of venting or resoidering with suspicion, is absurd, 
and if our friend of North Dakota has made this line of 
reasoning the basis of his disclosures on preservatives in so

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CANNED GOODS MARKET 
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There are many tomato packers of bullish proclivi- 
ties, but the long talked of ‘advance to a figure allow- 
ing the packer a fair profit on his goods” still lags so 
far back that only the most optimistic can see far 
enough behind them to catch a sight of it. Sentiment 
of many runs in the direction of betterment in market 
conditions, both as regards values and movement of 
eoods into consumptive channels, but, notwithstanding 
that reports from practically all sections of the coun- 
trv tell of a large consumption of the general line of 
canned goods, in which tomatoes are of course in- 
cluded, the situation remains unaltered without change 
of any kind from last week. This is true of Chicago, 
and advices from other large centers of distribution are 
fully confirmatory of the same thing elsewhere. To- 
matoes nevertheless are working into stronger position, 
as consumption is absorbing them in large quantities. 
sufficient at any rate to strengthen many in their 
belief that stocks will have been so far reduced by the 
commencement of canning next August that the mar- 
ket will be in a healthy condition to receive the pack 
of 1905. 

An advice on the situation in Baltimore and vicin- 
ity says that “It looks as though the lakes will open 
this year a little earlier than usual and unless all signs 
fail, there will be more activity at the opening of lake 
and rail navigation this year than we have experienced 
for several seasons. Light stocks being carried by 
jobbers all over the country will probably cause con- 
siderable buying. There is no change here in the 
market of any consequence. In spite of the feeling 
that prices are down to rock bottom, and that tomatoes 
are cheap, there is no buying of a speculative char- 
acter; orders are for immediate needs. There is, 
however, a very steady run of orders and everything 
seems to indicate that we are gradually working to- 
ward a considerably healthier market on tomatoes.” 

\ report from another well-informed source at 
Baltimore states: “Increasing activity in the tomato 
market causes a firm feeling in that article throughout 
this section, and as the spring business opens up its 
effects may be shown in a higher range of prices. Al- 
ready the freight solicitors for lake and rail business 
are around looking for shipments, and this is a sure 

sign of an early spring. It is anticipated that lake and 
rail freight rates will be made by April Ist.” 

The same observer writes as follows concerning the 
situation of other lines of canned goods in the Balti- 




































more market: “Other articles in the line of vegetables 
were fairly active also, for instance, low-priced corn 
and peas, string beans, sweet potatoes, baked beans, 
spinach, etc., and the week’s business in them was en- 
couraging. Seconds and standard peaches continue 
in fair demand, and the medium grades of sliced pine- 
apples are actually becoming scarce. Blackberries and 
gallon apples have been sold out, and there is a better 
demand for some of the other lines of fruits. The 
packing of cove oysters has been resumed and naviga- 
tion on the Chesapeake Bay is open again. The mod- 
erate weather now permits prompt shipments and the 
outlook has improved generally.” 

The steady and large consumption of corn is very 
gratifying to packers of that article. Reports from all 
points of the compass indicate that the very low prices 
at which this popular food product is obtainable by the 
masses is visibly stimulating consumption, and _ this 
appears to be verified by the sale, recently, of some 
very large blocks of goods. Ture CANNER has been 
making it a point to ascertain whether or not retail- 
ers are giving consumers the benefit of the low prices 
prevailing, and, while there are numerous instances 
of where prices to consumers have not been lowered 
to correspond with the low figures at which the retail 
trade are now able to buy supplies, the greater part of 
the grocery trade in the cities and in the country are 
selling it at prices which are bound to awaken a con- 
siderably increased consumption. If the masses do 
not consume canned corn freely under existing market 
and price conditions they probably never will. But 
there are too many evidences that immense quantities 
of the articles are being used up to leave room for 
doubt that consumption during the year ending about 
August 15th, or when packing begins, will be seen to 
have been larger than in any earlier vear in the history 
of the corn canning industry. 

Tomatoes— 

Some brokers in the local market say that a slight 
increase in interest in spot tomatoes is shown, but 
there are others who say the market remains as quiet 
as ever. Spot standard No. 3 tomatoes are quoted at 
67'14c per dozen, net cash, or 70c per dozen, regular 
terms, delivered Chicago. Western tomatoes for 1905 
delivery can be bought at the same figures, though 
some packers quote their futures at 70c factory. New 
York advices contain nothing of special interest as re- 
gards spot tomatoes. A report states that futures were

Demand in spot peas is mostly for cheaper 
qualities, and this appears to be the case elsewhere, as 
a report from New York says that there has recently 
been quite heavy trading in cheap spots there. One 
estimate of the quantity that has changed hands 
places it at around 30,000 cases, which, it is reported, 
were sold at 60c.

There is a fair jobbing demand for most descrip- 
tions of canned fruits and the market maintains a firm 
tone on virtually everything in this line, as the situa- 
tion both as regards stocks in second hands and hold- 
ings of canners on the coast is known to be very 
strong.

1 am very glad to notice in THe CANNER the “better feel- 
ing” that is so prevalent all over the country, but it does not 
extend to Maine corn packers. They have experienced and 
sti!l have “that tired feeling” that nothing short of Hood’s 
Sarsaparilla can alleviate. Not even a temporary vacation 
is possible in the Dirigo State, for all the sheriffs and their 
deputies are busy now in the enforcement of the prohibitory 
law. 

Yes, business is dull, but, after all, it has been so before 
and will be so again. In spot corn there has been no move- 
ment whatever. The western surplus, a surplus which, like 
a deluge, has overflowed its natural channels into New 
England as well as to the far shores of the Pacific. To say 
that such a condition has not seriously affected the sale of 
Maine corn would be to do what Washington could not do 
tell a lie. The market for Maine fancy corn, spot, while nom- 
inally $1.10 f. o. b. Portland, is in such a state, owing to dull 
business and the low price of “canned fodder,” that it can 
be bought at $1.00 f. o. b. here. Since there is only a few 
carloads left, the sitnation is not so bad, but it is a “straw.” 

I do not hear of sales of future corn to any extent, for 
naturally the spot conditions must affect future purchases. I 
do know, however, that there are hundreds of buyers who 
have not bought yet. To what extent they will buy later on, 
or whether they will purchase after packing, all is problem- 
atical. Future Maine fancy corn can be bought at goc f. o. b. 
factory, and as some factories are so situated that the freight 
is as low as from Portland, it can be truthfully said that 
corn has been and can be bought at that. 

[his price, however, is not the price of the largest and best 
known regular Maine packers, but from some of those whose 
labels are not so well known. I will venture to say one 
thing in regard to future Maine corn of the pack of 1905, 
that if the weather is decent, the quality will be the finest for 
vears. No buyer can make a mistake now in placing an 
order, but he yo if he waits too long. 

Spot Maine fancy succotash is offered at $1.10, but can be 
shaded. The demand for this article, once so popular, has 
fallen off very much. 

Vhe sale of Maine squash has steadily decreased, alse 
pumpkin. Really nice goods are held at 80c for pumpkin 
and goc to $1.00 for squash, while southern can be bought 
for half that. It has as good a label, but the contents are 
not there, im comparison. 

Gallon apples are being packed all over the state even now. 
They are bringing $2.00, so the packers claim, but there is 
quite a lot of old stock still left for less money. 

Clam packing will begin in about three weeks, but spot

We note that the jobbers are having a fair movement of 
all lines of canned goods. There is quite a demand for fruits 
of all characters, and quite a scarcity of gallon apples. We 
also note quite a favorable demand for No. 3 sweet pota- 
toes. This is about the only thing in the vegetable line that 
is attracting any attention. Corn, tomatoes and peas, as a 
whole. are neglected. This is largely due to heavy stocks 
carried by the retailers and jobbers alike. i 

We also note that our jobbers are absolutely indifferent 
to the purchase of futures, and that the retailers almost 
— y refuse to entertain prices on futures. Tomatoes 
are showing no strength whatever, - good Indiana stand- 
avis are easily purchasable at 65c f. b. factory. 

In dried fruits prunes are still sestinel Peaches are 
selling only in a small way. Our merchants, however, believe 
that between now and the end of the season the stock of 
peaches on hand will be entirely cleaned up, and that we will 
go into a better market the coming fall.

Trade in all varieties of canned goods has been a shade 
more active and the general disposition among buyers has 
been to make closer inquiries regarding stocks and to place 
orders where necessary. This has led to rather better con- 
ditions and is accepted as indicative of what will occur in 
the near future. ‘. 

A weakness in spot Jersey tomatoes developed during the 
week, owing to the fact that holders urged out stocks partly 
to clear their holdings and partly because they need money 
to prepare for the coming packing season. But that has 
about disappeared. As a consequence of the reduced prices 
a considerable bulk of stock has moved into consumption 
or into distributing channels. Many sales of standard 3s 
were made at 6714@7oc, and of standard 2s at 55c, or, in 
some cases, somewhat less. These sales having relieved the 
pressing needs of packers, a firmer feeling has developed and 
prices on 3s have advanced to 72¥2@75c as to holder and 
2s have advanced to 57%c. It is said that probably no 
further blocks could be obtained below these figures. There 
may be some scattering lots here and there that can be 
bought as low as originally stated, but aside from that it is 
believed that the reduced price era has passed. The situ- 
ation in spot Maryland 3s is unchanged. ‘There are buyers 
of full standard 3s at 65c net cash delivered here, but sellers 
at that price are few. Some business has been done in future 
standard 2s aggregating 10,000 cases, it is said, including sev- 
eral well established brands. The price is reported as 50c 
f. o. b. regular terms. Packers are unwilling to go forward 
at that price and 55c appears to be the lowest that can be 
done as this is written.

Whilst this kind of weather will enable the farmers to ge 
on with preparing the ground for the coming crops, it wil} 
if this high temperature continues for another week or ten 
days, make the fruit growers very anxious, as the fruit buds 
will be forced, and there is even yet plenty of time for los 
temperature and killing frosts, particulariy for peaches 

The general line of canned goods has been moving 
right freely during the week and still more orders are being 
booked for shipment when lake and rail navigation opens, par 
ticularly for tomatoes. ‘There is as yet, however, no actual 
advance in the tomato market, in spite of the good demand 
It seems as though the “advance” is of very tender growth 
and requires careful nursing. Many holders of tomatoes 
have apparently lost their nerve. Just as soon as one may 
decides to let his tomatoes go at the market and gets cleaned 
up, another evidently arrives at the same decision and steps 
forward to fill up the gap. The orders are 
from practically all over the country, and many of them ar 
placed with the understanding that the goods shall be shipped 
as soon as lake and rail lines will receive goods. This js 
proof that jobbers are not carrying heavy stocks of tomatoes: 
in fact, on the other hand, it is strong evidence that their 
stocks are light. Now, it will be at least six months from 
this writing before new goods can be put on to the con 
suming market, and the coming six months are the months 
in which the heaviest consumption of tomatoes takes place. 
With all these well known facts self-evident to the tomato 
holders, it does seem strange that they do not have nerye 
enough to ask a price for their goods that will at least 
bring them in the cost of packing. If it were possible to 
find out the actual stock of tomatoes on hand in this see- 
tion, | am convinced that it would be nothing lik 
as many suppose it to be.

Another phase of the situation is the undoubted fact that 
the preparations for 1905 pack are going to be much smaller 
than for the past two years. I have for two months, at least, 
been firmly convinced that a cutting down is sure to take 
place and to-day I am more than ever confident that I am 
right in my opinion. Here are several reasons for this belief 

First, many of the packers have lost money on their to- 
mato packs for the last two years. Some have lost so much 
money that they can’t pack if they would, and others who 
have lost do not feel like risking any more money until 
they see decided signs of improvement and they are limiting 
their contracts accordingly. 

Secondly, a general effort is being made on the part of

The advent oz warm, spring-like weather has again stimu- 
lated the movement of goods and business may be described 
as fully up to normal for this time of year. While buying 
on the part of jobbers is at the present time somewhat light, 
some interest is now manifest in canned vegetables for 1905 
delivery, including both corn and tomatoes. On spot corn the 
Iowa packers are in a much better situation to-day than at 
any time since the first of January. The weak holders have 
disposed of their offerings and we know of only one or two 
parcels of strictly No. 1 standard corn which could be ob- 
tained at 55c, f. o. b. factory. The consensus of opinion 
places the market on standard western corn at 6oc, factory, 
with some holders asking 65c for extra standard. Some No. 
2 hard corn may still be obtained at 50c or Jess. It may be 
safely stated, however, that the demoralization in corn is 
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entirely over and the remaining stock in first hands in_ the 
states of Iowa and Nebraska much lighter than the jobbing 
trade generally suppose. This information can be relied upon 
from personal investigation among the factories. 


fomatoes seem to have more friends to-day than they 
have had for some time.

hold back long, because of what they deemed a_ positive 
knowledge on their part that the jobbers’ stocks were smaller 
than they have been for a long time past. But either they 
reckoned wrongly, or the buyers are holding back in spite of 
their need of salmon, determined that they will bear the 
market and get lower prices. They evidently think the salmon 


is in weak hands, who will have to dispose of it shortly at 
any price in order to realize on the pack. Seattle brokers 
deny this, however, claiming that it is in good, steady hands 

One broker in this city is firmly of the belief that it will 
take very little demand to stiffen the market to no inconsid- 
erable extent. He says that this demand is inevitable within 
a few weeks and that when the first orders begin to come in, 
prices are going up a few pecints and the later buyers are 
going to suffer for not buying a few weeks sooner. If his 


contention is correct, the jobbers instead of bearing the mar- 
ket by holding back on their will eventi tally bull it 
and work more harm to themselves than good. If the salmon 
is in strong hands, they may not only have to pay a 
better market price, but may also have to pay for storage, 
which they now thing they are forcing upon the packers.

Salmon Canners Plan for Big Pack. 

Salmon canning companies operating in Puget 
Sound waters are planning to make during the coming 
season one of the largest packs in the history of the 
business. If the run of sockeyes equal expectations a 
pack amounting to a million and a half cases, or nearly 
that much, will result. The record pack, 1901, was 
less than a million and a half cases. 

J. H. Mason, Tacoma, Wash., manager of the Pa- 
cific Cold Storage company’s plant at Anacortes, in an 
interview last week on the probable size of the 1905 
pack of Puget Sound salmon said: 

“Yes, the cannerymen of Puget Sound and of the 
l'raser river are preparing for an enormous business. 
Most of them base their plans on the four-year cycle 
theory. That is, sockeye salmon are supposed to re- 
turn to the streams in which they were hatched to 
spawn at the age of four years. Four years ago, or in 


1901, there was a big run, and consequently a big 
hatch, thus it is figured there will be a big run this 
vear. 


“Personally I have not a great deal of faith in this 
four-year cycle theory, nor, on the other hand, do I 
believe, as do some, that the reason for the decreas- 
ing catches since I90I is extermination. I think il 
quite possible that we may have a big run this season 
though it is too early to tell, according to my theory. 

“The combined daily capacity of all the canneries 
on Puget Sound amounts to about 50,000 cases per 
day. so vou see a season pack of 1,500,000 cases is not 
such a big estimate of what may be done as one would 
think. The largest cannery in the world is on the 
Sound—the Pacific American Fisheries at Bellingham, 
with a daily capacity of 7,000 cases.” 


Will Publish Lists of Adulterated Foods. 


The new dairy and food commissioner of North Da- 
kota, E. K. Slater, has made announcement of his in- 
tention to issue weekly bulletins, containing lists of all 
articles of food found illegal by the Minnesota state 
chemist.

“We had with us, at this session, a chemist who represented 
a district in the largest city of the state. From the beginning 
he talked food adulteration, and, as he was a chemist, what 
he had to say was heard with respect. He insisted that it 
was the duty of the state to take the lead in a campaign 
against impure food stuff. He fitted up a laboratory near 
the state house and put in most of his time analyzing the food 
stuff sold to the state institutions. He invited the members 
to visit his laboratory, and there exhibited analyzed samples 
of baking powder, coffees, mustard, flour, jams and other 
articles of food which he had secured from wardens and 

superintendents of the penal and charitable institutions. He 
showed his analyses which disclosed adulterations and im 
purities to an atrocious degree. His exhibit was so impres- 
sive that the legislature passed resolutions calling upon the 
state purchasing agents to buy only such food stuff as con- 
formed to the requirements set forth by the chemist-legisla- 
tor. 

“These requirements, in some food stuffs, shut out all but 
a few brands of goods. As soon as the resolutions had passed 
the chemist called upon the wholesale grocery houses which 
sold to the state and his arguments were so convincing that 
he placed large orders of divers food stuffs with them. 

“The next session he was returned and again began a pure 
food campaign. ‘This took the form of a bill which, had it 
passed, would have prevented all but one brand of baking 
powder, one kind of coffee, one make of canned goods and 
one brand: of- each of several other foods from being sold 
to state institutions. But before the bill had passed second 
reading the state capital filled up with wrathy manufacturers 


of all kinds of food stuffs and they proved such a strong 
against the chemist that the restrictive resolutions were 
rescinded, 


case 


his bill was sent back to the committee, there to 
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quietly expire in the dead pigeonhole of the chairman’s desk, 


and his ‘side lines’ were wiped out. 
Now, if conditions of this kind exist, do we not need some 
one to look after our interests in federal matters? We ask 


nothing but what is just and right, we have no desire to lower 
the quality of our goods. What enterprising packer is there 
who is not constantly striving to put a better article on the 
market than he has manufactured before? In the case quoted 
suppose but one or two manufacturers had gone to the state 
capitol in opposition to the obnoxious bills introduced. Would 
they have been able to have them returned to their committees 
to be not again revived? Possibly so, but probably not; but 
going in a body as they did, they represented fully their in- 
dustries, and any fair-minded legislator could not help but 
listen to their arguments, and to listen was to be convinced 
of the truth. 

Suppose that in every district or 
or more able men representative of the canned goods pack- 
ing industry go to the state capitol. When it became known 
that he represented this industry in his state would not his 
opinion have weight with the legislators and committees 
handling bills affecting the canned goods industry? 

Suppose these representatives from all the states of this 
United States were to resolve themselves into a body, making 
one of their number the head, what an industry would that 
man represent! Think of the millions of money there would 
be represented by him in plants, of the millions paid out by 
him to growers, of the multitude of men employed to do his 
work. Would not this man’s opinion have weight in the 
highest councils of our land? 

This is only one thought along the line of federal legisla- 
tion. There are dozens, almost hundreds, of others that will 
occur to you; but they all emphasize the need of a head and 
a governing hand. Let us first have the organization, then 
the detail.

Other Addresses. 

Mr. W. R. Roach of Michigan made an address 
on contracts. Another paper, on mutual insurance 
and containing a recommendation to the committee to 
make provision in the constitution for carrying on 
insurance for the benefit of the packers who are now 
paying double the amount of money required to cover 
their losses by fire, was read. The national organiza- 
tion, it was stated, could carry its own risk, forming a 
subsidiary. 

Purposes of Organization, 

Among the purposes of the new organization are 
the formation of plans to promote the sale of domestic 
canned goods ; to promote the foreign consumption of 
canned goods; to perfect and equalize shipping rates ; 
to gather weekly reports on crops, goods packed and 
amount of stock on hand; to obtain proper federal and 
state legislation, and to adopt a standard uniform 
clause in contracts. It is the intention of the asso- 
ciation to perfect plans whereby all packers in the 
country will be placed on an equal footing. It is a 
“community of interest” idea. 

Plan of Organization. 

One of the most able papers presented was that by 
Mr. I*. T. Stare of Wisconsin and Mr. C. S. Crary 
of Illinois. This paper covered the plan of organiza- 
tion. which was represented by the diagram here re- 
produced. It shows that its authors had given the 
subject most careful and thoughtful consideration 
and reflected their fine business ability. Messrs. Crary 
and Stare went to considerable trouble to investigate 
every feature of the proposed organization, consulted 
insurance agents, traffic managers, business men and 
others of wide experience in various lines where 
needed information could be gained. 

Constitution Adopted. 


The committee appointed to draft a constitution was 
composed of I*. T. Stare, Burt Olney, L. A. Sears, and 
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C. S. Crary, and other members were invited to assist. 
\fter many hours of hard work the constitution was 
drawn up and on the following morning each clause 
was carefully considered and approved by the commit- 
tee as a whole. It was decided to call the new organ- 
ization the National Association of Packers of Pure 
Canned Food, and the following officers were elected:

tation of the canning industry, will do much to materially 
increase the consumption of canned goods.

The attention of the public will be directed to the fact that 
the goods packed by the National Association of Packers of 
Pure Foods are pure, and it will be the purpose of the 
association to see that they are so packed and that no member 
of the association shall use its name or its advantages except 
under such restrictions and will afford the 
association an absolute guarantee of protection in the mat 


regulations as 


ter of purity of its products. 

\ campaign of education of the public conducted along this 
line should not only attract its attention favorably to canned 
goods, but should do more than this by offering the public 
mind a splendid opportunity to discriminate, by means of a 
distinguishing trade-mark, between goods that are pure and 
these that may be impure. 

The consumption of canned goods generally has not shown 
much increase during the past few years, and we are con- 
fronted with the astonishing fact that in some lines an 
actual decrease ir consumption is shown. The reason for 
this lack of naturally increased consumption is easily dis- 
cerned. Commencing a half-dozen years back a few food 
commissioners of political origin, instead of pursuing their 
meritoricus work with the honest intent to quietly and 
effectually stamp out impure products, began to parade their 
findings and to conduct their work along yellow journalistic 
lines and horrified the public by informing them that their 
investigation had disclosed the use of ingredients of all sorts 
of unpronounceable names in the preparation of canned foods. 
This seemed to open up a new avenue of employment and 
many of the state legislatures grasped the opportunity for 
making appointments, and as a result we find that the 
growth of the canning industry has been surpassed and, in 
a measure, throttled by the abnormal increase in the number 
of food experts. 

The commendable work of exposing impure food products 
has been largely discounted by the reprehensible practice of 
informing the public, by inference, at least, that all canned 
goods are dangerous. This action of the commissioners has 
been apparently without motive and prompted, doubtless, by 
a natural desire to advertise their own activity. Impure 
food products when discovered should be handled like coun 
terfeit money, stamped as such and put out of circulation. 

The National Association of Packers of Pure Canned 
Foods can do this quietly and effectively and without injury 
to the great packing industry, and while the association is 
doing this it will at the same time be engaged in a great pro- 
motion work which in five years should place its canned 
goods in complete favor with the American public and 
increase the consumption one hundred per cent. 

The mutual insurance feature of the Pittsburg plan pre 
sents a big field and if supported by the packers generally 
promises them sufficient savings to cover the entire cost of 
the proposed promotion work.

believes 
that it is possible to put up tomato catsup so that it wii! 
remain perfectly sweet and unfermented until entirely con- 
sumed. He says that this used to be done in years gone by, 
ind that the home product is not fermented, and he reasons 
that the modern tomato catsup ought to go through all the 
changes in climate and rough usage in transportation and 
come out in perfect condition. Tomato catsup as manufac 
tured years ago was a far different article from what is known 
as tomato catsup to-day. That was a fermented, highly-spiced, 
sour condiment and was made on the principle that after to- 
matoes had once soured there would be sufficient acid formed 
during that souring or fermenting to keep the catsup after 
it had been made up with spices and vinegar. In other words, 
the tomatoes were stored away in casks and allowed to fer 
ment spontaneously. This was a lactic fermentation usually, 
and the amount of lactic acid generated by the bacteria 
would be sufficient in antiseptic power to protect the finished 
product. in some cases the catsup was made from fresh to- 
matoes and they were boiled for many hours with an over- 
dose of strong spices, and an extremely large percentage 
of vinegar; and a great deal of the home product is patterned 
after either one or the other of these two recipes. 

These recipes are far different from what we understand by 
the commercial tomato catsup of to-day. It is not, strictlv 
speaking, a catsup; it should be more properly named a sweet 
tomato sauce. ‘lomatoes which have undergone any fermen- 
tation will not produce a good quality. The idea that pre- 
servatives are used to conceal or cover up processes of de 
compesition or putrefaction is a fallacy. (The new Minne- 
sota law is full of errors like this.) The modern tomato cat- 
sup is made from selected ripe tomatoes (green tomatoes will 
not do), and these are first screened and the clear juice 
boiled down into catsup in steam jacket kettles within an 
hour after the tomatoes are received. This catsup is sweet- 
ened and spiced according to the formula used and it is a 


most fermentable substance; it may he bottled and sterilized 
hut will spoil within a short time after the bottle is opened. 
It is usually protected against the invasion of molds, yeasts 
and bacteria (some of which may be poisonous) by the addj 
tion of benzoate of soda. 

[ personally made a test by sending out a number of car 
loads of sterilized catsup into Kentucky, Minnesota and Da- 
kota, and I know that it did not give good satisfaction. The 
goods was as fine as the skill of man could make. It was 
sterilized and contained no coloring matter nor antiseptic. 
Part of it went into the consumers’ hands, and the spoilage 
was very great, and the consumer had to stand it. The cat- 
sup which had been protected by means of a preservative 
sold in preference, even when the consumer knew of the pres- 
ence of the preservative. The sterilized articles sat on the 
shelves of the groceries and | haven't a doubt that many a 
grocer has some of this beautiful sheif goods on hands now 
which he has been unable to sell unless he gives his guaran- 
tee that it will not spoil until it is consumed. I say that this 
is my personal experience, and the conclusions reached from 
this experiment ought certainly to have some value. It is 
not nossible to make sweet tomato catsup in such a way that 
it will keep until it is used unless a preservative of some 
kind is employed. There is nct enough sugar nor enough 
vinegar and there is no lactic acid to prevent fermentation, 
and it is mecessary to add a chemical preservative which we 
have every reason to believe is perfectly harmless. 

In speaking of salt, Mr. Ladd makes use of the following: 
“Digestion could not proceed for any length of time without 
the supply of this product (salt), which is necessary, first 
to furnish the acids of the stomach, and second, the alka- 
lies of the intestinal tract so as to neutralize the acid mass 
coming frem the stomach.” ‘This statement is not in accord- 
ance with facts. Salt does not furnish the acids of the stom- 
ach; they are secreted by the glands of the mucous mem- 
brane. and salt has a retarding influence and it cannot be 
used in excess without danger of stopping entirely the procéss 
of digestion. It plays absolutely no part in the process of 
peptic digestion, and in the proportion in which ordinary 
preservatives are used, it will retard digestion fully as much 
In a general way we might say that salt is necessary because 
man cannot live without it. It regulates the density of the 
blood and has other values with which I am not familiar. 
Evervone recognizes its full value, but like everything else, 
if it is used in excess it is harmful, and there is not a preser- 
vative in use by the best class of manufacturers which has 
any more retarding influence upon digestion than common 
table salt. 





Oregon Fruit Prospects. 


Oregon will have a record-breaking fruit crop this 
year unless the state is visited by protracted cold rains 
or untimely frosts, late in the spring, according to Sec- 
retary George H. Lamberson, of the State Board of 
Horticulture. He has been obtaining reports from all 
parts of Oregon, and these all agree that conditions for 
a heavy crop of fruit were never more favorable at 
this time of year.

CHICAGO. 
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Minnesota’s Revised Food Law. 

The Minnesota house of representatives last week 
adopted the report of its judiciary committee on the 
dairy and food chapter of the state code, with the ex- 
ception of a change relating to maple sugar. We 
publish such portions of the revised act as concern 
packers and preservers. Section 5, which defines cer- 
tain terms, reads as follows:

Sulphur Sprays for Orchard Trees. 

No. 262, New York Agricultural Experi- 

ment Station, by I. H. Hall.) 

To many work-burdened orchardists of New York, 
the coming of San Jose scale seemed the proverbial 
“last straw.” The remedies in common use had little 
or no effect upon the scale, vet neglect to care for in- 
fested trees meant their’early death. The burden of 
spraying for biting insects and fungous diseases was 
already great, the time and labor required for addi- 
tional treatments were difficult to secure, and the ex- 
pense cut deeply into the small profits that accompany 
low prices. Could scale treatment be combined with 
the treatments for leaf eaters and for diseases, as these 
had been combined with each other, the prospect would 
have been brighter; but fumigation or spraying with 
kerosene, petroleum, or whale-oil soap, and treatment 
with arsenicals or Bordeaux mixture could not be ad- 
vantageously united. Nor were the safer and more 
efficient sulphur washes any more capable of success- 
ful union with arsenic or copper sulphate. One ray of 


(Bulletin 


hope remained. Kerosene, petroleum, whale-oil soap 
and hydrocyanic-acid gas are without practical valye 
as fungicides or as destroyers of biting insects; but 
the sulphur compounds were soon found to be more 
than merely scale-destroyers. As hinted in Bulletin 
No. 228 of this station and as proved, to some extent, 
in Bulletin No. 247, these washes are quite efficient 
fungicides, so far as certain diseases are concerned: 
and also free the sprayed trees from many forms of in- 
sect life beside the scales. 

Recent tests confirm these statements and make jt 
possible to say that the thorough spraying of scale-in- 
fested trees, during their dormant season, with a syl- 
phur wash, may take the place of the first one of the 
combined treatments with Bordeaux and arsenicals for 
scale and scab. In this way the scale treatment re- 
auires but small additional expense and provides an 
effective treatment for many other pests at a time 
when the work can be done without interfering serj- 
ously with other duties. 

In the tests which support these conclusions more 
than 7,000 trees were treated, in sixteen orchards in 
widely separated localities. The plan of the tests was 
the same as in the work of 1903, with slight modifica- 
tions and additions. Each orchard was divided into 
four sections in which different varieties of trees and 
trees of different ages or in different condition were 
grouped as evenly as possible, so that fair comparison 
might he made. The trees in Section I were sprayed 
once in early spring, before the buds opened, with a 
sulphur wash; those in Section 2 received one treat- 
ment with the sulphur wash followed by two applica- 
tions, after the blossoms fell, of Bordeaux and poison; 
Section 3 was the check, trees not sprayed; and in 
Section 4 the trees were given three sprayings with the 
Bordeaux-arsenical combination, one before the buds 
opened, two after the blossoms fell. 

\pples, pears, peaches, plums, prunes and cherries 
were included in the tests.

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The Pea Canners’ Friend vs. The Pirate 


For a number of years the Chisholm-Scott Company have been posing as the canners’ 
friend and have delicately referred to me as the “‘pirate.’? As a matter of information I should 
like to hear from any canner who can point to a single act of theirs which would show they 
were endeavoring to protect the packers. I am a canner first and a machine man next; I was 
foreed to make machines as a matter of self-protection, simply on account of an act of bad faith 
on the part of the Chisholm-Scott Company toward me in 1893; from time to time since then 
I have endeavored to compromise our differences, but the propositions made to me have always 
been so unfair to me and to my customers that I was compelled to decline. After the recent 
decision against us in December, our respective attorneys entered into negotiations with a view 
to my withdrawing from the field, but again propositions have been made which no self-respect- 
ing business man could accept; we will therefore go on in the manufacture of machines as in the 
past. I believed, and do believe still, that it be to the interest of every packer in the 
country to have but one firm to control the sale of machines for threshing peas and as a packer, 
and not as a machine man, I looked at it from that standpoint. I offered to withdraw on con- 
ditions which would have been an actual loss to me, feeling I would recover in the future by 
keeping the pea packing business within bounds. 

Now as to the status of the litigation at present: I am aware that attempts are being 
made to intimidate canners by threats of injunction under the podder patent. All such threats 
are idle talk, as will be seen from the following facts: In the case at Wilmington the complain- 
ants in order to cut off my right to appeal from that decision have settled with the defendant on 
liberal terms without my knowledge or consent; in the case at Milwaukee they have waived their 
right to an injunction for the same purpose; and, as I am informed, propose to do the same thing 
in the case at Utica. Having thus given up and thrown away their right to an injunction in three 
cases in order to prevent appeals, it is absurd to pretend that any court would grant them an in- 
junction against anyone else. The podder patent is as dead as Pharoah for the remaining two 
yearsofitsterm. The Chisholm-Scott Company has not dared to bring its viner patents to trial, and 
in my opinion will not do so. _ If they should, it will be to meet defeat as before. In respect to 
the viner patents the decision of the Court of Appeals of the third circuit was unanimous, and 
there is no chance to develop any new facts in regard to the machine. 

I have endeavored for years to relieve the canning industry from the incubus of these 
patents. | Nobody has ever been hurt by the Chisholm-Scott Pea Huller patent yet; and nobody 
that deals with me ever will be. Write to me if you want the best machine and the best 
work at the lowest prices. Please bear in mind that the decisions in favor of my opponent are 
those of lower courts, while the only case on which an appellate court has passedwas decided by 
said court in my favor. 

We will take immediate steps to have the settlement made with one of my customers in 
Delaware set aside, and we will appeal that case, as well as all other cases, and we urgently 
request every packer not to sign contracts with our opponent for more than one season, i. e. 1905; 
we think it a self evident fact, after the reading of the statements herein made, that you will 
understand why the Chisholm-Scott people are so anxious to have you sign contracts for three 
years. The season is now too far advanced for us to place many machines in the market for 1905, 
but we will be glad to take orders up to April 1st, and immediately after the close of the present 
season we will have a proposition to make to the canners of the country which we know will be 
to their interest, but whether you wish to do business with us or not, take our advice, don’t sign 
for more than one year and you will make money by not doing so. Those who took our advice 
in regard to contracts some years ago benefited by it; they will do so again.
